States weather bureau here. 
The 
mean temperature, computed from 
67 scattered stations, was 44.2 de­ 
grees, 4.8 degrees above the normal 
for the month. Only three Decem­ 
bers since records were first kept 
31 years ago were warmer, accord­ 
ing to the summary. They were in 
1893, with 44.1 degrees mean tem­ 
perature, 1896, with 44.4 degrees 
and 1906 with 44.9 degrees. 
Temperatures last month 
were 
above normal over the entire state, 
according to the report, averaging 
5.7 degrees higher than usual in 
the eastern third, 4.8 degrees above 
the normal jn the central third and 
4.2 degrees in the western third of 
the state. The highest mean tem­ 
perature was 50.4 degrees at Hugo, 
Choctaw county, the lowest 36.6 de­ 
gees at Buffalo, Harper county. The 
highest temperature was 84 degrees 
at Walters, Cotton county, on De­ 
cember 15, and the lowest 2 de­ 
grees at Hooker and Hurley, both 
in the Panhandle on the same day. 
The average precipitation for the 
state, computed from 83 stations, 
was 0 78 of an inch, which is 0.83 
of an 
inch below the December 
normal, the report stated. The great­ 
est amount of rainfall in the month 
was at Watts, Adair county, where 
5.08 
inches was recorded. 
Watts 
also reported the greatest precipi­ 
tation in 24 hours, 2.95 inches of 
rain falling on December I. Buffalo 
Cherokee, Goodwill and Mutual re­ 
ported* no precipitation. 
Two inches of snow at Hurley 
led the state in this manifestation 
of winter. Lenton had 0.7 of an 
inch and Alva reported a "trace.” 
The report said that for the state 
at large it was the least snowfall 
since 1908. 
The average number 
of clear 
days was 16; partly cloudy, 7, and 
cloudy, 6, according to the report. 
There were only two days with more 
than .01 of an inch or more rain.

though there are actually 
fewer 
beef cattle in the United States at 
present than there have been in 
previous years, it is nowpossible 
to raise more beef each year than 
when there were more cattle. This 
somewhat contradictory 
statement 
is explained by the United States 
Department of Agriculture 
which 
shows that a larger proportion of 
beef cows are k^pt on ranches and 
farms, and beef cattle are slaugh­ 
tered at an earlier age than used 
to be the practice. 
In a discussion of the America 
cattle industry during the last 75 
years, the Yearbook of the Depart­ 
ment 
for 
19 £1, 
which 
has 
just 
been published, described the growth 
and changes of practice in the busi­ 
ness. The system of using younger 
cattle for beef purposes the Year­ 
book explains, involves the use of 
more harvested feed per IOO pounds 
of 
beef 
produced, since a large 
proportion of the gains in weight 
are made in the feed lot than -was 
formerly the case 
when 
steers 
were carried four or five seasons 
on grass. 
While the total number of cat­ 
tle in the country has decreased 
in recent years, the article states, 
the situation is not as serious as 
might appear, since the number of 
cattle is greater now than in any 
year from 1896 to 1017. 
Census 
figures for 1900 and 1920 show 
there has been an increase in the 
percentage of beef calves, heifers, 
cows and bulls, and a fecrease in 
the percentage of steers, especially 
aged steers. The number of cattle 
in the country increased 10,200,000 
from 1914 to 1919, but during the 
ast three years there has been 
decerease 
of 2,000,000 
head. 
However, 
the greater 
proportion 
of cows at present makes it pos­ 
sible to grow more beef, especially 
if more of the calves, instead of 
being slaughtered, are fed out as 
yearlings. 
‘That the country can 
readily 
respond to a quickened demand for 
beef, was demonstrated during the 
war when production wus so stimu- 
ated that during 1917 and 1918 
combined more 
than 
one billion 
pounds of beef 
were 
exported, 
which was 7 percent of our pro­ 
duction and 22 percent of the ex­ 
ports of the world 
during 
the 
period,” the 
Yearbook 
declares. 
‘Since about 1905 South America 
and Australia have been the chief 
sources of surplus beef.” 
Americans are eating less beef 
per capital 
than 
formerly, 
it is 
stated. 
The consumption 
of 
beef 
anc’ veal in the United States de­ 
creased from 87 pounds per person 
in 1907 to GO pounds in 1916. Be­ 
tween the periods of 1907 to 1910 
and 1911 to 1921 there has been 
a decrease in consumption amount­ 
ing to approximately 20 percent. 
The article includes 
interesting 
information 
to 
those engaged 
in 
the industry, *>n the variations in 
demand for different kinds of beef 
in various cities and in changing 
seasons. 
High-clasg hotels, it 
is 
noted, want prime, fat and finished 
beef, while the average housewife 
wdnts beef involving less waste. In 
warm weather the principal demand 
is for steaks and chops, while the 
winter trade demands more roasts 
and boiling meats. 
The orthodox 
Jewish trade uses only the fore­ 
quarters, while Gentiles, as a rule 
prefer hindquarters of beef. 
A survey made in 920 showed 
that at that time 32 percent of the 
beef produced was consumed in the 
North Atlantic states. 
The next 
largest amount, or 24 percent, was 
consumed in the east-north-centraI 
division. In other words, more than 
55 percent of the total consupmtion 
of beef and veal occurred in the 
territory east of the Mississippi and 
north of the Ohio River and Mary­ 
land. The smallest consumption oc­ 
curred in the South Atlantic divi­ 
sion. 
The survey 
of the beef-eattle 
situation, leads to the conclusion, 
according to the department experts, 
that the period of 
liquidation is 
over, and that when industrial con­ 
ditions and retail prices permit a 
normal consumption of beef, cattle 
producers should 
be 
prosperous 
again.
